Yet, when 
this happens, more‘revenues must be spent 
for unemployment payments and for other so- 
called “safety net” programs, greatly aggra- 
vating the fiscal problem caused by the loss of 
revenue. 

The resulting increased government deficit 
forces interest rates higher. This.in turn, keeps 
the overall economy sluggish. Under such 
conditions, businesses are less willing to trim

While the unemployment rate is the highest it 

. has been for about 40 years, it comes as no sur- 

prise that economic woes are among the top 

problems facing Americans today. For many 

blacks, particularly black men, the economic and 
employment conditions are critical. © 

In a recent study of black males conducted by 

Howard University’s Mental Health Research and 

Development Center in Washington, D.C., eco- 

nomic or employment problems were viewed as 

the most serious difficulties confronting black 

men. . 
What's significant is that the Study reveals that 
economic - and employment related difficulties 
are a problem among both employed as well as ~ 
unemployed black men -- regardless of age and 
education. 

Inadequate income, economic survival, unem- 
ployment and job problems were some of the 
difficulties identified by the black men in the 
Howard study. 

Dr. Lawrence.E. Gary, director of Howard's 
Institute for Urban Affairs and Research; which 
houses the mental heaith research center, says 
‘the study suggests that the stability of the black 
family is threatened. : 

The study was conducted following a research 
conference on “The Black Male in America: Sur- 
vival for the Future" at Howard in 1979. “We 
wanted to hear the problems facing black men 
from their own words -- not from police reports, 
black women, the press, and so forth,” says Dr. 
Gary, who is a mentat health researcher. 


A total of 142 black males between the ages of 
18 and 65 was selected and interviewed for the 
study. A large proportion of the men in this study 
had attained at least 12 years of formal 
education 4 . 
The Howard study found that racism and dis- 
crimination exist on the jobs of many of the 
- employed men. “As black men move up in the 
system, they continue to be undermined,” Dr. 
Gary theorizes. “Competencies are questioned 
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regardiess of the educational degrees attained;t-~ 

he adds, noting that there are a few exceptiogs. 

The unemployment rate of black men is to ath 
than double the rate for white men and women. 
According to the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
16.9 percent of black men age 20 and older are 
out of work. This is compared with 7.3 percent of 
white men, 7.2. percent of white women and 16.6 
percent of black women. 

The economic conditions of black men arethe 
source of much frustration, says Dr. Gary 
“Because of their low economic status, many 
black men experience difficulties in Tulfiljing 
their roles as providers and protectors of their 
families. Theeconomic survival of the black fam- 
ily in the absence of the black man continued to 
be marginal,” he adds. 

To make matters worse, Dr. Gary emphasizes 
that socialscientists as well as the mass metia 
have traditionally stereotyped black men as des- 
erters and ineffective family figureheads. 

“The black man plays important and diverse 
roles in black family life,” Dr. Gary points out, His 
health, social and economic status have implica- 
tions for black families and for the black com- 
munity, he. says. sacoenhine 

The Howard study also concluded that most 
black men prefer solving their own problems. 
The reason, Dr. Gary indicates, is that many 
black men perceive an uncongenial atmospHere 
of formal sources of help.,Relatives and friends, 
including .wives, were found to be important 
sources of help. : ! 

The most frequently mentioned health pfob- 
lems noted in the study were hypertension and 
diabetes. pila 

Dr. Gary emphasizes that the Howard study 
“reaffirms the need for concern” regarding the 
‘health problems and the economic and empjoy- 
ment status of black men. He also‘notes that the - 
study reinforces the importance of family in gon- 
tributing to the well-being of black men. 


“If you improve the quality of life of black men, 
you will improve the quality of life of the black 
community. That's clear,” he says. .

-“Kids get drunk, get 
pushed into corners and 
assault as a way out. 
Some kids are afraid to 
say ‘no’ so they join the 
crowd and ast into trou- 
ble. Some of the better 
kids get locked up for 
some of the serious 
offenses.” 

Starkey said he telis 
each girl who comes into 
the institution, “the staff 
of Scioto Village under- 
stands that you did not 
come here because you 
wanted to. We also 
understand that if*you 
could choose to live any- 
where, Scioto Village 
you would choose.” 

“But we also know that 
you had problems in the 
community or you would 
not be here. We would like 
for you to use your time at 
Scioto Village to build 
skills so that when you get 
out you will never have to 
come back. We will help 
you,” he continued. 

The institution uses the 
cottage concept of 
assigning girls to small: 
dormitories with others 
who have similar back- 
grounds and needs. The 
length of stay is deter- 
mined on an individual 
basis with release con- 


-tingent upon attainment 


of treatment goals and 
other factors requisite to 
successful community 
adjustment. |. 

Superintendent Star- 
key said that a treatment 
program called ‘reality 
therapy’ is used in the 
institution's rehabilitation 
program. 

“The girls are taught: 
that they have to face the 
consequences of their 
actions; and that their. 

behavior affects other 
people,” Starkey said. 

The institution also 

uses a level system in the 
rehabilitative process. 
Starke 
four levels in the system. 

Each girl at the institution 

must meet all require- 

ments of each level before: 
Progressing to the next 

one. 

“All of the requirements 
have to do with showing 
progress and making per- 
sonal achievements while 
being here at the institu- 
tion,” Starkey said. 

Some of the require- 
ments include going to 


-school every day, learn. 


ing to cooperate and get. 
along with. peers and 
aduitts; participating in 
enrichment activities. 
These are things that. 
the average chitd; who 
tivesinatwo parent home 
and is provided for each 
day, takes for granted. 
Forchildren of neg- 
lect, abuse and rejection, 
these are major ac- 
complishments. 


Each girl who comes to 
the institution is assigned 
a social worker who is 
responsible for coordinat- 
ing the treatment therapy 
of the youth.

with anyone of our staff 
and they should be willing 
to listen.” 

‘Starkey also added that 
the institution's biggest 
problem is that it only 
deals with the symptoms 
of.a youth's problem and 
not the probiem itself 
which is where the kids 
come from.” 

“We try to give enough 
opportunities for them to 
experience success and 
to let them know that they 
have the potential to make 
something worth- 
while ouot of their lives. 
But it's sad when we have
